Yho middle cf January waS winter inceed and we all had to make an 
effort to feed the birds and keep their water from freezing. I 

find rolled oatS very acceptable tc inmost birds, and it can be scat- 
tered widely so as to cater for the more aygresive feeders such as 
the starlings. sut some birds are inSectivorous, and this must be 
borne in imind when feeding them. They will benefit from grated 

suet and cheese. Ret rotting apples and currants appeal to black- 
birds and thrushes with peanuts for the tits - but NEVE salted 
peanuts. eae the huinable cdunnocks anu wrens and other yround 
feeders and scatter food on the ground as well as on the bird table. 
water is very important, not so imuch for drinking as for bathing. 
birds must bathe even in the frostiest weather to keep their feathers 
in good condition to insulate their bodies from the cold.
